OF THE 


Supermiending School Committee, 
—TESHO5t— Pee 


Disrricr No. 1. The Summer Term was very good; the scholars 
‘were diligent in their studies and orderly in their general deportment. 
A little more discipline in the Winter Term would not have been in- 
jurious to the School. 

Dist. No. 2. In the Summer Term, the scholars and teacher ap- 
peared to do their best, and a good school was the result. The teach- 
erin the Winter Term was deficient in energy, and but very: little pro- 
gress was made in the School. 


Dist. No. 3. C.V. Pillsbury visited the Summer Term, and re- 
po.ted, ‘‘a good school.” I was much pleased with the Winter Term; 
there was a decided improvement made in the general intelligence of 
all the scholars attending this school. 


Dist. No. 6. Only one Term heid in this District, commencing 
Sept. 7th. This term was taught bpeone of our best teachers; the 
improvement made was indeed wonderful ; the teacher possessed to a 
remarkable degree the faculty of interesting the scholars in their stud- 
tes; and the scholars were prompt in their recitations and orderly in 
their general conduct, thus showing us, that the service of one Goop 
teacher is worth more than that of many ordinary ones. 


Dist. No. 6. Both Terms in this District were good; and a good 
improvement was made in both. ; 


Dist. No. 8. Iwas not able to visit the Summer Term. The 
teacher passed a good examination and.I think the school was Satis- 
factory to the District. Azter considerable trouble in procuring a 
teacher, a good one was selected for the Winter Term. ‘The School 
house in this District is a miserable concern. 

Dist. No. 9. C.V. Pillsbury visited the first Term at the first of 
the school, and reported ‘‘a very quiet and orderly school;” at the 
close of the Term I noticed some improvement had been made. Per- 
haps the teacher’s ill health prevented her from exhibiting through 
the Term, that stability which is so reguisite to the improvement of 
the school, and the good standing of the teacher. The Winter Term 
was taught by an energetic teacher. This was*one of our best 
schools. 

Dist. No. 10. Summer Term was taught by Ann McDante1, who 
succeeded in giving good satisfaction to all concerned; thereby ad- 
ding another fiower to the fair wreath of reputation which success 
gave her long ago. The Winter Term was one of the best of schools; 
it was an honor to the Parents and tothe Teacher but most of all it 
was, and is, and ever will be, an honor to every scholar, who at- 
tended it. 
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Dist. No. 11. C. V. Pilisbury visited the Summer Term, and re- 
ported ‘‘an excellent school ;” and time second ah was like the first 
r 

Term. 


Dist. No. 12. Rather poor teacher in the first Term. A good 
teacher the second Term. There are hardly scholars enough in this 
District to have a very interestipg school. 


Dist. Wo. 18.. G. V. Pillsbury visited the Summer Term and 
found quite a good school. The teacher was alittle slow, but 
the school was well organized, and gave promise of some improve- 
ment. There was not much improvement in the Winter Term. 


Dist. No. 14. Only one Term, commencing Sept. 2d, and taught 
by the same teacher that taught % the school last year; a good teacher, 
a few good scholars and a misercble house, not fit for x rats to stop in.

Frttow TownsMEN: Some of our Schools the past year, were an 
honor to the town; and some were hardly what they should have 
been. ‘Every District should endeavor to procure an energetic teach- 
er, and one known to possess stability of character. The teacher 
casts an influence over the whole future life of every scholar under, 
his or her care; therefore how essential, that good teachers should 
-be procured, and none others. 

PARENTS, you are careful not*6 hire the ssrvice of any one, to work 
‘upon your farmis unless he is diligent and faithful. Then Oh! How 
“much more care should be exercised in procuring the services of those 
into whose hands you resign for a time the moulding of the immortal 
minds of your children! 

Our schools demand live, activateachers ; not those whose only am- 
bition is to get at the end of the Term, their unearned wages! 

The teacher’s place is one of great responsibility, and no one should 
enter uponit lightly. Yet there are some, who follow the profession 
whose only aim is to get through the schoolas easily as possible.— 
Such a teacher is a disgrace to the profession. Most of the scholars 
in the several schools have been orderly in their general conduct.— 
Children, that have been taught obedience at home, are seldom if ever 
required to be taught it at school! There are too many in town be- . 
tween the ages of 5 and 21 yeais. that have not attended school the 
past year. To all suchI would say, go to school and there learn that 
‘ Knowledge is power,” and that “* Ignorance is the mother of folly.” In 
my opinion a good lecture on theimportance of a common school ed- 
ucation, would be very beneficial, especially to some parts of this 
town
